Report: Warming Already Here 

New White House study details ‘major disruptions’ in U.S. 


WAS H I N GTO N I Harmful effects from global 
warming are already here and worsening, 
warns the first climate report from Barack 
Obama’s presidency in the strongest lan- 
guage on climate change ever to come out 
of the White House. 

Global warming has already caused more 
heavy downpours, rising of temperatures 
and sea levels, rapidly retreating glaciers 
and altered river flows, according to the 


document released Tuesday by the White 
House science adviser and other top offi- 
cials. “This is not a theoretical thing that 
will happen 50 years from now,” report co- 
author Anthony Janetos of the University 
of Maryland told The Associated Press. 
“Things are happening now.” 

The White House document — a cli- 
mate status report required periodically 
by Congress — contains no new research. 


But it paints a fuller, more cohesive and 
darker picture of global warming in the 
United States than previous studies dur- 
ing the George W. Bush years. 

The “major disruptions” already taking 
place will only increase as warming contin- 
ues, the authors wrote. They project the aver- 
age U.S. temperature could rise by as much 
as 11 degrees by the end of the century.

WASHINGTON I Republican Sen. 
John Ensign of Nevada admit- 
ted Tuesday he had an extra- 
marital affair

of his campaign 
staff. 

Ensign told 
The Associated 
Press in a state- 
Ensign ment, “I deeply 
regret and am 
very sorry for my actions.” 

An aide in Ensign’s office said 
the affair took place between 
December 2007 and August 2008 
with a campaign staffer who was 
married to an employee in Ensign’s 
Senate office. Neither has worked 
for the senator since May 2008. 
The aide spoke on condition of 
anonymity. 

The aide declined to comment 
on Ensign’s political future. Ensign 
did not participate earlier Wednes- 
day in a vote concerning the ailing 
travel industry, an unusual absence 
considering the topic’s relevance 
in his home state, (ap) 


Key committee will 
begin formal work 
on plan Wednesday 

WASHINGTON | Confronting cost 
estimates as high as $1.6 trillion, 
Senate Democrats agreed Tuesday 
to scale back planned subsidies for 
the uninsured and sought conces- 
sions totaling hundreds of billions 
of dollars from private industry to 
defray the cost of sweeping health 
care legislation. 

At the same time, key Dem- 
ocrats disagreed openly among 
themselves over a proposed tax 
on health insurance benefits to 
pay for expanding coverage to the 
uninsured. 

And attempts to reach a com- 
promise with Republicans over a 
role for government in the insur- 
ance marketplace proved elusive. 

Despite numerous uncer- 
tainties, Sen. Christopher Dodd, 
D-Conn., announced that the Sen- 
ate Health, Education, Labor and 
Pensions Committee would begin 
formal work Wednesday on legisla- 
tion to provide “successful, afford- 
able, quality health care.” 


The meeting would mark the 
first public drafting session in 
either chamber on legislation to 
control the costs of health care 
while expanding coverage to the 
nearly 50 million who lack it — 
a goal that President Obama has 
placed atop his domestic agenda. 


Separately, the Senate Einance 
Committee is expected to begin 
work next week on a companion 
measure. Several officials said the 
Congressional Budget Office had 
issued a cost estimate of $1.6 tril- 
lion, with only about $560 billion 
paid for. They spoke on condition 


of anonymity, saying the matter 
was confidential. 

Sen. Max Baucus, D-Mont., 
chairman of the panel, dismissed 
the estimates as outdated, and 
officials predicted the final bill 
would come in under $1 trillion.

High court nominee 
claims group she’s in 
does not discriminate 

WASHINGTON I Supreme Court 
nominee Sonia Sotomayor is 
defending her membership in an 
elite all-women’s club, telling sena- 
tors the group doesn’t discriminate 
unfairly by gender and involves 
men in many of its activities. 

Her explanation came in a let- 
ter submitted Monday evening to 
the Senate Judiciary Committee, 
which also included copies of sev- 
eral rulings, briefs and speeches 
the judge had not previously given 
to the panel. 

GOP senators had requested 
the material and questioned Soto- 
mayor ’s membership in the Beliz-

can Grove, a group of prominent 
professional women, because fed- 
eral judges are bound by a code

“I do not believe that my mem- 
bership in the Belizean Grove vio- 
lates the Code of Judicial Con- 
duct,” Sotomayor wrote. She told 
senators that the group involves 
men in some of its events, and no 
man she knows of has ever tried 
to become a member, 

Sotomayor’s backers noted 
that the court’s only current 
female justice, Ruth Bader 
Ginsburg, belongs to the mem- 
bership-only International 
Women’s Forum, as did former 
Justice Sandra Day O’Connor, 
who defended her involvement 
in all-women’s groups during her 
Senate confirmation hearings.

Supreme leader calls 
for unity ahead of a 
limited vote recount 

TEHRAN, IRAN | Thousands of pro - 
reform protesters marched Tues- 
day in a second-straight day of 
large street demonstrations in the 
Iranian capital, defying both their 
leader and the government after 
the clerical regime said it would 
recount some disputed ballots 
from the presidential election. 

Supreme Leader Ayatollah Ali 
Khamenei called on Iranians to 
unite behind the cleric-led rul- 
ing system despite the rival dem- 
onstrations and street clashes, 
state television reported, and he 
said representatives of all four 
candidates should be present for 
any limited recount of disputed 
ballots. 

“In the elections, voters had dif- 
ferent tendencies, but they equally 
believe in the ruling system and 
support the Islamic Republic,” said 
Khamenei, who is Iran’s ultimate 
authority. 

The supporters of reformist 
candidate Mir Hossein Mousavi 
marched about the same time — 
but in a different location — as 
a state-organized rally that also 
drew thousands of people wav- 
ing flags and pictures of Iran’s 
supreme leader in an apparent 
attempt to reclaim the streets for 
the government.

GM Sheds the Saab Brand

Custom carmaker 
Koenigsegg rescues 
the troubled company 

STOCKHOLM I Saab Automobile, 
General Motors Corp.’s struggling 
Swedish unit known for its fam- 
ily cars, was rescued Tuesday by 
a consortium led by Koenigsegg 
Automotive AB, a tiny company 
that produces only a dozen custom- 
made super-cars a year. 

Having penned a memoran- 
dum of understanding, GM said 
the sale would include an expected 
$600 million funding commitment 
from the European Investment 
Bank, guaranteed by the Swedish 
government. Additional funding 
for Saab’s operations and invest- 
ments would be provided by GM 
and the Koenigsegg Group AB 
consortium, it said. 

“This is yet another significant 
step in the reinvention of GM and 
its European operations,” GM 
Europe President Carl-Peter Eor- 
ster said in a statement. 

A person briefed on the deal 
said GM will get nothing ini- 
tially for Saab but would be paid 


$725M 

The amount of money General Motors 
paid for the Saab auto brand through 
a stock purchase in 1990 and a buyout 
in 2000. 


$150 million — capital Saab had 
left from GM’s ownership — on 
top of the value of Saab’s assets if 
the new company turns a profit. 
The person, who did not want to 
be identified, could not estimate 


the value of those assets. 

With a full-time staff of 45, 
Koenigsegg makes about a dozen 
cars a year, customized for every 
buyer. The company doesn’t adver- 
tise prices for its models, but 
they are believed to range from 
$1 million to $2.3 million each,

more than 4,000 employees 
around the world and typically 
produces more than 100,000 cars

Construction rises 
as economy indicates 
a gradual recovery 

WASHINGTON I Fresh signs that the 
economy is stabilizing — though 
at very low levels — emerged Tues- 
day in reports that home construc- 
tion rose more than expected 
last month and wholesale prices 
remain in check. 

The building of new homes and 
apartments jumped 17.2 percent 
to a seasonally adjusted annual 
rate of 532,000 units from April’s 
record low of 454,000 units, the 
Commerce Department said. 
Building permits, an indicator of 
future activity, rose 4 percent to 
an annual rate of 518,000 units, 
also better than expected. 

But the gains in construction 
were driven by a surge in the high- 
ly volatile category of multifam- 
ily buildings, which soared 61.7 


percent in May after plunging 
49.4 percent in April, Single-family 
home construction rose at a much 
lower rate, 7.5 percent. 

Taken together, the latest 
government reports, along with 
a recent rise in mortgage rates, 
depict an economy recovering 


very slowly from the depths of the 
recession, 

“The bottom line is that hous- 
ing activity appears to have found 
a floor, albeit at a low level,” Paul 
Dales, U.S. economist at Capital 
Economics in Toronto, wrote in a 
research note, (ap)

Metro and local retailers have 
made it more convenient for busy 
riders to add value to their Smar- 
Trip cards by installing the small, 
portable devices to process SmarT- 
rip transactions at more than 100 
local retail outlets. 

Right now, most of the 
machines are at CVS/pharmacy 
stores, but Giant is in a testing 
phase and will have 50 locations 
available for card transactions 
during the summer. 

In months past — especially 
since the paper transfers were 
eliminated in January — tran- 
sit users have complained that 
there weren’t enough places to 


add value to cards. It could be 
done either at a Metrorail station 
or on a bus. 

It’s a big region. Lots of Metro- 
bus passengers who use SmarTrip 
don’t find themselves anywhere 
near a Metrorail station. 

And lots of bus riders use the 
suburban lines, such as Fairfax 
Connector and Ride On, which 
followed Metro’s lead in January 
and eliminated the paper trans- 
fers in favor of free transfers with 
SmarTrip cards.

’81 Reagan shooter 
granted longer stays 
in mom’s hometown 

WASHINGTON! John Hinckley, who 
tried to kill President Ronald Rea- 
gan nearly three decades ago, can 
spend more time away from his 
psychiatric hospital and apply for 
a driver’s license, a federal judge 
ruled Tuesday. 

U.S. District Judge Paul 
Friedman found 
that Hinckley’s 
health will prob- 
ably improve 
with more free- 
dom and that 
he wouldn’t be a 

Hinckley danger to him- 
self or others. 

Hinckley has been committed to 
St. Elizabeths Hospital in Washing- 
ton since he shot and wounded Rea- 
gan, press secretary James Brady, a 
Secret Service agent and a police- 
man on March 30, 1981, as Reagan 
left a downtown D.C. hotel. 

Friedman ruled that Hinckley 
can increase the length of his visits 
to his mother’s hometown of Wil- 
liamsburg, Va., from six nights at 
a time to nine. 

He’ll also be able to do volun- 
teer work during the visits and take

With knee recovered, 
Tiger aims for repeat 
Bethpage Black win 

GOLF I Tiger Woods played his 
final nine holes of practice Tues- 
day morning in advance of the 
U.S. Open, which begins Thurs- 
day at Bethpage Black. He did so 
on a golf course that he described 
as incredibly long and “phenome- 
nal,” but one he clearly feels he can 
master, as he did in 2002, when he 
won the second of his three Open 
championships here. 

“I like my chances in any 
major,” he said. “I just enjoy hav- 
ing to think your way around the 
golf course.” 

Woods, 33, arrives at Bethpage 
Black as the winner not only of the 
last U.S. Open played on the Long 
Island public course, but as the 


defending U.S. Open champion 
— a title earned with his thrilling, 
91-hole victory over Rocco Mediate 
last year at Torrey Pines — and as a 


winner in his most recent tourna- 
ment, the Memorial, which he won 
in come-from-behind fashion. 
When Woods won the U.S. 


Open a year ago, he did so on a left 
knee that needed to be surgically 
repaired and a tibia that suffered 
from stress fractures. Now, with 
wins at the Arnold Palmer Invita- 
tional at Bay Hill and at the Memo- 
rial this year on the PGA Tour, he 
said the leg is at full strength, some- 
thing he could not say at the year’s 
first major, the Masters in April, 
when he tied for sixth. 

“You think that after the sur- 
gery, 1 feel so great’ six or eight 
months later,” Woods said. “But 
everyone says, ‘Just imagine 
what you feel like in another six 
months.’ I keep getting better and 
better. It’s fun because, before, 
no matter what I did, I kept get- 
ting worse. No matter how hard I 
trained, the leg was deteriorating. 
I kept doing more damage to the 
thing. Now, it’s the exact opposite.”

VIDEO GAME I Movie comedies 
rarely lead to funny sequels. 
Take “Ghostbusters,” whose 
blockbuster success in 1984 led 
to “Ghostbusters 11” five years 
later. Critics, fans and, reported- 
ly, some of the cast felt let down 
by the result. 

That hasn’t stopped admir- 
ers of the original — including 
a new generation of fans who 
weren’t born when it came out — 
from hoping for another sequel. 
And after all these years, origi- 
nal Ghostbuster Dan Aykroyd is 
saying a third feature film could 
begin shooting this year. 

To whet your appetite, there’s 
“Ghostbusters: The Video Game” 
(Atari, for the Xbox 360, PlaySta- 
tion 3, $59.99; Wii, $39.99). Its 
developer. Terminal Reality, has 
accomplished something Holly- 
wood hasn’t been able to do in 20 
years by reuniting the four core 
members of the cast: Aykroyd, 


Bill Murray, Harold Ramis and 
Ernie Hudson, 

OK, we’re talking about com- 
puter-animated versions of the 
main characters, but the actors 
did return to provide their voices. 
Aykroyd and Ramis also helped 
with the script, and Ray Parker 
Jr.’s infectious theme song is heard 
throughout. The game is set two 
years after the events of “Ghost- 
busters II,” so the guys all look the 
way they would have in 1991. Once 
again. New York City is under siege 
by a wave of supernatural spirits 
— some familiar (the Stay Puft 


Marshmallow Man) and some 
new (a vicious sea captain), 

“Ghostbusters” is meant to feel 
like a movie, and it’s very linear. 
The animation is largely solid, 
although there are occasional lip- 
synching glitches. 

The story is surprisingly clev- 
er, and there’s nice banter among 
the ’Busters as they vacuum up 
Manhattan’s wraiths.

TULUM, MEXICO I The last time 
Bud Olson visited Mexico, he 
ended up in a hospital with kid- 
ney stones and missed the ancient 
Mayan ruins in the seaside town 
ofTulum. 

So, when he heard that swine 
flu was sweeping through Mexico 
just weeks before he was to return 
this year, the 43-year-old Seattle 
resident and his friends threw all 
caution to the warm Caribbean 
breezes and went anyway. 

Olson is one of the intrepid few 
who decided to come to Mexico in 
the throes of the epidemic. 

His reward? No lines, great 
service, empty beaches and lower 
prices. 

Olson’s friend Penny Moeller, 
44, says she ended up paying $142 
a week for a rental car she origi- 


nally booked for $350. 

Yes, it might just be the per- 
fect time to head south of the U.S. 
border: Sure, swine flu is still 
alive — in fact, it’s now a global 
pandemic — but the chance of 
contracting it in Mexico, where 
the outbreak was first detected, 
is probably low.
